We shall have two great 
parties—the Centre Party and labour— 
instead of three. It has been obvious for 
some time that Mr. Asquith’s Party, 
browsing mournfully on outworn plati- 
tudes, is doomed to extinction ; no doubt, 
most of its members will throw in their 
let with the new Centre Party. The 
rigidly reactionagy element will be isolated 
on the one side, and—as we must hope 
devoutly—a comparatively small element 
of dangerous extremists on the other.
